Eiclndin^ the authoru of the Dicdram, the poets that giTS 
a glowing doeoripfion of the place, the weatth of the town, the pleMdrea and pestimes of its 
inhahiUinta and the boaj trade which it kept up with the oatside world and the inland 
conotries, are not few. Chief among them may be mentioned the Oh&ra prince Ijaiigoffadiga}, 
the anlbor of JigiwoM ; Sittaki Sattnndr who nomposed the ifo«Wgai« j Rndi«£han- 

naijAr and Nappudanif. the anthnis of three of the poems ia the oollectton known m 
pjj/ir. There are eridencre in these writings to show that some of the authors vUited the 
pluce wbicb llicj de4crib«^, wbiJe otbere itere ifci mbabii^fttstii. 

Not long after the time of the Bmea aainte, Ninaeambandat and Appar. who are aseigned 
to the middlo of tbe 7tli Mntnrj A. D . the eu waehed awajr the whole town with its boasted 
splendonr and glory, ft was abont this time that the Cbiaew pilgrim, Hicao Tsiang Tisitod 
many of the imporlanl plaoes of Bonthorn India. This town shoold certainly hare been 
one of them if it had then been in eiiatenre, but ita identity with the BTOlhem Charitmpnra, 
as some lake it, is doabtinl. There are gronodH bo sopposo that oren in earlier times, there 
wb an encreaohment of the aoa on this portfoo of the east coast, when other ptacre soom to 
hare been aobmergod in tlio ocean. Wo may perhaps tm® an atlnsioo to inch any innndation 
in the name Iteipiifam bj which the town of Shiyali wu known in oarJ/ timei. In their 
hymns on Tirakkrtlnmatam, ifinaeamhnndar and Appar state in cL«r terms that it once floated 
like a boat in the water of the sea. Serorml n]\^ were destroyed, bat Tfipipnrem is eaid 
to hare inrriTod the effects of the erenM The fonndaticina of theoHginal city of Karirippilmp. 
atfimun most hare been laid long after theflnt innndatioa bet when it was founded, how long it 
tbrired as the principal town of the Gh&U empire and who the eorereigaa were that mled 
o»er it. an facts jet to be aenrtained. The Oresk geographer, Ptotemy, who floarishod in the 
second rentcrj A. D.spreksof CAoCc.i# E«p,«,iw and thk has b«n taken to refer to the port 
of Klvirippdmpsflinam. After the destruetion of tbe city by the ebcnwhmeat of (he see

The name BUlaTanUPTOram. by which one of the temples at Karirippiimpaltinaai was 
callod m the imddlo of tlie 7tb century a. o., suggests that it shoaB have been cither built 
by a FsUava king or that it came into existetice during the time of a PaUtva. whose sws? was 
achnowlodgod id that part of the coantiy wbsro tic trillago was sUnsted. It is even probable 
that the temple was founded sometime carllor, and in this case, it miul hare existed 
in an insignificant farm beforo its coastmetion on a grander scalo was ondertaken by tbo 
Fallsva king. Wo do not know to which of the Fallaxos tie constmetion of the temple 
of FallavaniSraratn ehonld bo ascribed, but wo can assign it with a good deal of prchabjlity 
to Ifamalmhayariuaii I., lie contemporary of j^nnosiuabaudar, becanso exoepting him none 
other of the line cljumt to Ita^e oonqnorod the Cb5]^ 

Such hftTO been tbo fortnaes o( the city, which, at tbo time of EuTlkAls, one of tbo greatest 
aovereigua of tbo Gh&)a dynasty, beoamo tbo principal town of tbo empire. This king was apt 
unaware of ita adrantageous poeitioD for trade. Accordingly, ho appeare to have ttnpreved it 
to a couaidorablo extent by building warehonsea and appointing oflicera to collect the dnoa to 
gorerutnent on the articles exported from and imported into tic country.* It te not unlikely 
that tbo aeat of GoTornmont was remored by Karilcila to thie plrtoo from tTraijur. which he is 
said to liare abandoned, finding perhaps that it waa net a central place and had not so much in 
its favour to be the capital of the empire as the Bouriehing port of KfiTivippdtnpalti&am. 
Karikala was eertainly one of the most powerful Choja kings tliat ruled from the eity and bis 
name is even to the present day known threughont the Tamil country, and of on in the Tolugn 
distrietB that of a great mouarob wbo looked to the welfaro of the subjects entrusted to his 
care md m a patron of letters^ 

in^riptiona that mention him are iedoiHl very fewj but oortoiulj not fewer then t!io£e 

that refer to the othar great kings of the ]in& Except for the more mention of him, Chdia 
ifiscriptions do not throw much light on the events connected with his reign. This is beransc 
wc bare net as yet obtnined any oopper>plata grant relating to the dynasty to which 
Ssriksla belonged, all tho diartcrs discovered hitbcrto being only those of the revivod Chola 
line started by Vi|aylikyB in about the 3tb century ji. n, Ifor aro we in possoseion of tho fsets 
which broeght an and to the earlier line.

The esant time whoD tbiB king floarished is not gtTea either in the coppor-platea which 
meotjon biJtt or in the Tamil works which detetibe his timea. Scanty as the materials are 
for enttliiag the qncetlon of his date, the approsciiiiate period to which this king ahanJd bo 
aaoribcid can fafrjy bo made oat hj * contidefatba of certain facte and erente connected with 
hb relgti- ThsBSo are t—

Ck)pper-pLite obarterB of thg Tctogia-ChMa chiefs attrihnte to Karikila the bailding of

A word about Kariikla's parotago, which doeerves to bo mentioned hero. Dc was the aon 
of Ila:i«lcheiini called also Hafijenni or iRijfln- This name means •' tho young Ohftla ” or “ tho 
young prinee,” He was perhaps the heir apparent to tho Ohula tbrono and hence waa kaowD 
by that apiKjJlacion. It may bo cotod that llauchepni or l|aiyi)|! ia somtlbiiie to 

liaiyfi, ysmrdja or ttaear&iu. Tbi-ro te nothing to warrant our pi-csumiog that Ilabjc^henni 

a king of tbo Choln domioiDns. lie seams to have diotingDishod himsolf iu the wars 
nndortakon by the reigning king who, wo might suppose, was his older brother. The title 
Ih-KVapmlaSrn^ wliicli WO find prefixiid to his iiamo, shows tbiit he reecmblod a hon id prowess, 
Sometimes tbo name rlanjCnchonoi is coanected with ffrydofaaydaof which porliajw denotes 
tliat tho tract of ooflotry over which be was the lord, bordered on tho sea and it was, most 
nrobably, near the month of the Katfa-i river. Ho married a daughter of Ainudk^vet- 
Alnoddris perhaps Identical with Tti-or Timv-Alondfir near MfiyaToram. He h, credi^ 
with having defeated itt battle the Chera king of his day and taken from him a pbeo raUed 
Pumalftr**. Kadakke-NmlouiSral Atban might be tho pemoa vanquished by him as wo know

From wliat Inm been said above, it will bo evident that tbo acoession of Kankala to the 
Chnla throne is not quite regular, as ho had no claims to it. if the reigning king had any issue. 
There are also gronnde for inferriag that on the death of Karihila's predecessor, them were 
Beveralctaimmnts to the Che|a throne and Karikiila succeeded ia getting it through the aid of 
bisuBole Irumbidar Talaiyir. The story that an elephant from Tiruk^mnaUm put a pf land 
CD KarikiUa’s neck, earned him on its back and placed him on the Cbok throne when be was 
stationed at Karevuc porhaim tell, tho same fact.

ThesCi when remored from tlie warcboiiBej wore stanij^d with 
tigar-innrk* and iBBued out on payment of aduty^ Tliiup landing from shipit wceo simdnrl^ 
stamped with tiger-markfl and duty charged. The officers who raised ta^ea on ex|)orta and Jtiiports 
were aver busy in tliair work. 

In the upper siories of their houM?^ loilee of great beauty gnthcred near the mndowa with 
folded hands and joined pndina to witness the FestiritteB made for gods like whicji 

jmssed in the fitreata of the bmaars, to tho ttcoompaiijnieut of nuMic soimdod by the kaid^ 
rttnjartg wurfiju^afc. Their houses were storeyed^ had raised pink and Urge court-yards whei\> 
cattle played ftBeljp At the gaicft and on the topi of bnildinga fiags were put up. Men of 
learning and reputation ako put up fiaga malting cambattmis to ohallengo their skilh 
Attacliiid to tho maais of ahipe^ in tho port of Fugar^ ihero woro other banners. In the toddy 
shops in front of which fish and IlMh wore spread nnl to dtj, thoro wet® flags seen hoisting. 

To tho city wore impoHod horses of good gait, m ships which ivoru propelled by the 
wind; diamond and gold from Mount Mlru^ Kandalwood and a^Hirom Ooorg ^pearls from 
iha Bonthem ocean, coral from the eastern sea ; the wealth of tha Gangotio region ; food*fitull3 
from Ceylon ; eatableB from Bnrma and inconBO from other places. Thus* tho streets of Fngnr 
litorsliy bore tho burden of rich merchandise which were imported from sovemt qaartcFS. 

Berc wore also Htcoits inhabited by people of various creeds and longuoe who bad abandcrnod 
their towns nod settled in this city where they formed new aequalutancca and relationf. The 
rgHdfar who cnltivated the land and who were the sonme of prosperity to all clEisacs of people, 
lived in gtcntnnmbera. 

Not satisfied with the weaHh of bis own conntiy and what wna paid to him oa trihnto by 
the fondatory chiefs ^ the great Chola f. c. Karikila whoio tonchiiig tbo crowns of other 

kings made them bright, and in whoso cheat tho sandal paste wna rnbbed out by tho emhmee 
of his wife and childreng started on a tour of conquest with his efepbantSj horses, etc., destroyed 
his enemies^ rogiorES kiUod their army in great nnmbora. Ho made the nnifd{ar obey 
hts commanda and the northern kings wither, caused tronhlo to the kudar-arf^ cat away the pro¬ 
geny of pwJiif cir smd destroyed t he Iruiigdve]. Ho destroyed the forests in the Choja conn try, 
inhabited them, canvertin^ thorn into kabitnblo InJidSi inereaflcd the wenlth, abaodoneii Urandai 
with its hrilllant pala^^e&, built temples, act up families, opened small and large gates in tho 
hngo walls oF tha city, stored bowiS and srrowa imd showed his nager agoinat tho Pdndya ivho 
was powerful in armsp 
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
